INTRODUCTION. 



Thb two fiivt edifioDs of thb book were dedicated to and 
received by the Biahopn of the dioceJ»e« of Exeter and Salisbnry, 
in which the home and sphere of duties of the Editor were placed 
at the times of their pablieation ; a kindness in each case, of which he 
ever wishes to keep a record, both as an acknowledgment to them 
of mnch for which he has reason to be gratefni as spiritaal fothers 
in God, and as some sanction and encouragement in the republication 
of it. The general construction of the whole book remains as in those 
editions; the principle on which it rei>ts being sanctioned by the best 
devotional writers of the Church. The explanation of this which 
was given in the preface to the secotid Edition being applicable to 
the present one, the Editor thinks it best to incorporate his former 
remarks in this introduction making only such alterations in it as 
circumstances require. {fVhere these are contidered importanty they 
are printed in italics.) The more the devout Christian looks into 
tha thoughts of such writers, and the more he enters into their feel- 
ings, the more will he be convinced that a similar view often guided 
their selections and adaptations. Takixkg them as a guide of his 
thoughts and feelings, he will find himself insensibly led to a per- 
suasion that Gk)d, who does nothing in vain — who has filled the earth 
with works symbolic of His spiritual gifts — who, by His Son, has con- 
secrated the whole fkce of nature^ through the frequent application 
of it, in figure, to Himself— and who nambers even the very hairs of 
our head, has not sprinkled by accident over the surface of days, 
and hours, and months, the various acts of mercy by which our re- 
demption has been wrought; but rather that they have been so 
allotted to the various times and seasons, that there is never want- 
ing to the faithful member of Hist^hurch a fitting subject for Christian 
commemoration. If he would enquire how the Christian year should 
he spent, he cannot do otherwise than find an answer in the ap- 
pointed order of the seasons ; during which, thix)ugh the coune of 
Advent, Christmas, and the Epiphany, he is joyfully introduced to 
the subjects of his Saviour's coming, and Incarnation, and Manifes- 
tation; the succeeding interval of Septuagesima bids him prepare to 
participate in his Saviour's sufferings in the holy season of Lent 
and during that, and Passion-tide, to contemplate the anguish 
of the Cross and Passion in self-abasement, self-morliflcation 
and penitence, that he may be more fitted to commemorate with 
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Bpiritaaljoj and hallelujahs the glories of his risen and ascended 
Sayioar, as the festivals of Easter and Ascension bring them before 
his mind. Thus having passed the earlier months, he is taught to 
look, in the power of the promised Spirit, for strength and grace so 
to applj the truth 'of all these heavenly mysteries, that he may 
spend the longer season of Trinity in the faithful running of his 
Christian course, remembering the Holy Apostles and Martyrs, for 
whose victories during those months he is bid to give thanks, prac- 
tising the lessons of gratitude taught in the earlier seasons, and 
having before him the awful remembrance of a coming judgment, 
in the near reoapproach of Advent. By the same wonderful mercy 
the wants of tha week are amply supplied. He who was content to 
shed His precious blood upon the cross and die for ns, has witnessed 
the fulfilment of His own prediction by the weekly commemoration 
of His sufferings in the Friday fast ; while His Church has also re- 
joiced with Him in His Resurrection in the celebration of Sunday, 
His own most holy day, the day also of the descent of His Spirit. 
He has also sanctified the other days of the week, as Wednesday by 
His Temptation and Betrajral, Thursday by His Ascension and by 
the institution of the Holy Eucharist, Saturday by His repose in the 
grave, (with which our burial in baptism is mysteriously con- 
nected.) The remaining days, Monday and Tuesday, are not with- 
out sufficient reason occupied by the remaining subjects of His 
Coming and His Manifestation. The hours of the day are no less 
sanctified to those who remember their Saviour's out-poured prayers, 
even long before the break of day ; the early hour of His Resurrec- 
tion, of which the rising sun is both a type and a memorial ; the 
descent of the Eternal Spirit at the third hour ; the Redeemer hang- 
ing on the cross at noon, and expiring at the ninth boar. Again, 
that precious Body which was thus given to death for ns and laid in 
the grave during the evening hours, had been given to be the per- 
petual food and sustenance of the Church to the end of the world, 
in the institution of the Holy Eucharist on the previous evening ; 
while He who had known the darkness of the grave appeared late 
at night amidst His chosen disciples, and spake these most blessed 
words, "Peace be unto you." 

These are some of the elements of a symbolical system which 
the Church Catholic has ever been wont to apply, with holy reverence 
and affection, to her architecture, her services, and her interpretation 
of holy writ. So far as relates to the days of the week, that system 
has been borne in mind in this selection of Prayers and Collects ; 
each Daily Service is compiled upon the model of the Common 
Prayer Book, such responses and prayers as will afford the required 
variety being chosen ; not at random, but with a perpetual reference 
to the leading idea above referred to, and in harmony with the tone 
of primitive Services. There are many places in which the principle 
of selection will probably pass unobserved, but it may be plainly 
neen, in the openirg santences and in those which follow the Lord's 
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Prayer, and in many of the versicles and responses, and in one or 
more of the Collects of each Service. 

T%e book remains essentiaUy the same as in the second edition. It has 
however gone through an entire revision both of the quotations from 
Holy Scripture and of the Rubrical directions and other corresponding 
parts^ which were not as uni/brm as they should have been, and more 
amjile diredtion for variations according to circumstances has been 
given. The idterations if most importtmce have been 1. T%e publication 
of the book in two parts. This has induced the Editor to remove the 
Preparation and Thanksgiving for the Holy Eucharist to the 2nd part^ 
and incorporate into the Sunday Services- shorter prayers relative to it. 

2. On Saturday evening ^ the Devotionsfor which in the two first edi- 
tions chiefly related to the departure iftheftdthfut and our communion 
with them, more immediate reference to a state of preparedness for 
death, andjudgment, is provided in the Sentences and Prayers. This ought 
to have been so before. If it has pleased God really to deepen the feeling 
(f necessity for having these things more habitually before his own mind, 
the Editor may^ftr the sake of himself as w^l as others, be thankful for 
having had an opportunity <f correcting so serious a d^ect. 

3. One short service for morning and evening has been added. The 
Liturgical and Responsive form of the Services has been found the best 
calculated to aid in preserving the interest and attention of those who 
have to join in them. The time occupied little exceeding a quarter 
of an hour, or, with the addition of instruction in the Scriptures, a 
somewhat longer period, ought scarcely to be felt bardensome by 
any who remember the rebuke given to the Apostles, " Could ye not 
watch with Me one hour?" StUl there are many occasions on which 
attendance on the public services tf the Church would make it desirable 
to shorten the family prayers. J%e Editor*s earnest desire in his own 

family is to avoid dR that can make the service of God wearisome or be- 
yond what human frailty will cheer/idly and with a willing spirit enter 
into. He finds it neec^ to adegtt his habits to the circumstances in 
which he is placed, yet always if he may have grace to do so, as acknow- 
letting God in all things. Hence being anxious to lead his otcn family 
to a state of mind in which they would be ready at any hour of the 
day to assemble in the domestic chapel for some special object of sup- 
plication or thanksgiving, he sees the wischm of taking care that such 
services are ordered with consideration for the duties and ir^fir- 
nUies of others. The same remark applies in some measure to any 
attempt at enforcing attendance on the week-day services <f the 
Church. In both cases the shorter services alluded to will help the 
family (arrangement, the Editor willingly acknowledging that his system 
is one best ad(q>ted to the family of a layman not having access to daily 
public service. 

4. The part which provides for the wasons of the year and festivals 
Aof been made more complete and in some parts re-arranged. The 
Proper Prefaces from tlie Communion Service, which in many parishes 
w tt« Oiurch of England are unused from the b^requency of the ad- 
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miniatraticn of the Holy Communhn^ are in$ertmi under the eanetion ^ 
the pious NeUon^ into vhoee teork they are incorporaied in their aeamme. 

5. The part which provides /or the obeerwmee ^ demestie events 
and anniversaries, though subHmntkiUy the samsj is partly re-^urranjfod 
and made easier of reference. One or two portions of it have been a 
little extended, especiaUy that for jbumsys. The eircumstanee of tha 
Editor's removal to a life for a time $rithout fixed local duttas, 
from the home of many past years in which boih the con^rt tmd 
defects of his provision fbr family devotion have been praetiemUy tried, 
[appeared both to call fin a special remenArance of all hisjbrmer homes 
and was also] a tnean, fbr which he is thani^, of suggesting to him 
additions for a very numerous doss tf families with which, befbre, he 
had never been called to sympathise. For tdl such, whose earthly horn* 
is whether idtngether orjbr a season only w^xed, emd many of whose 
earthly associations have been provideuHalfy ssvored, God has providod 
even here in His mercy a home in ths bosom if His Church, if here aUke 
they may feel themselves ever and in all places welcome as in the House 
^ their Father, and in the care qf their Mother, His Spouse; and if they 
be faithful mendters of this His Church, even now some rest from the 
strife, and divisions qfmen, with at least a good hope of eternal rest m 
that city which is to come, those mansione which He has prepared fitr 
them that love Him. 

Lastly, Some notice of the contents and amtngement ^ the e 'lendur 
with suggestions for the order (ffamUy Scripture reading, have been 
added in the Appendix. 

The sources from which the additions and alterations have been 
taken are the same as those from whidi the former editions were 
compiled. The Editor's desire to avoid original composition has led 
him in every ease, where he could not find prayers exactly suitable to 
domestic worship, to compile and adept whatever either qf exhortation or 
of private devotion he fmnd ce^pable of conversion to such a purpose. 
And again both in the texts finm Holy Scr^ture and CoSeetsfrom the 
Common Prayer Book, he has not scrupled to make such small verbal 
alterations (generaSy marking them by some change in type or otherwise) 
as were requisite to adi^t them to family devotion. In this he was led 
by what he heard qfthe inconvenience resultingfrom its not having besn 
done in the firmer editions; having an^ple sanction both m the Com$non 
Prayer Book, and in the devotiomU writings if Bishop Andrewes and 
others, whose object seems to have been to clothe the expressions qf their 
wants and thanksgivings as much as possible in Scriptural and pri' 
mitive language where this could be adapted. It is as well to tnention 
that the Texts qf Scripture are taken from the Sercices <f the Common 
Prayer Book wherever they are contained in these, as this wHl account 
fbr several variationsfrom the authorised version. 

The additions mads to the work, since its first publication, have 
been made with care and con«ideration ; for althoogh there ar« 
many inatancen in which the offlcee and devotionid writings of 
membem of other branchee of the Catholic Ghnrch hare conduced 
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to and noarivh np a ipirit of deroatneu, af well aa tend to explain 
and throw light upon those of oar own ; yet it has been deemed 
wiser to refrain from nmking selections directly from rach soarces, 
and there is no portion of the whole work which is not taken imme- 
diately from the Book of Common Prayer, the Primitire Liturgies, 
the early Fathers, or the derotional writings and compilations of 
members of our Charch, excepting only some of the Prayers fbr the 
Seasons, and portions of the Litany, compiled from a volume of Li- 
tanies and Prayers for the Snndays thronghont the year. Except- 
ing the InToeations and ThanksgiTingi, which are chiefly compiled 
from Bishop Andrewes and the PrimitiTO Liturgies, or fit>m a Col- 
lectitm of Devotions (1734) taken from similar sources, the Prayers 
in the First Part are almost wholly from the Book of Common 
Prayer. 

In the whole work two leading objects have been still kept in 
mind, 1st. to provide for the real relation of a master to his family 
and household, in as ample a manner as possible, without infringing 
upon the priestly office ; and, Sndly, to make that provision at once 
upon the model ot that branch of the Church to which we belong, 
and in unison with the devotions and aspirations of Primitive ages. 

The first ot these he believes to be of paramount importance. 
The Chureh itself, in all her parts, is at once the Spouse of Christ 
and the Family of the Most High Qod. Her relations to her Lord 
and to her children are so wimderfnlly ordered, that they radiate 
through, and may be reflected by the several Churches which make 
np her visible body, by the Dioceses and pastoral Cures of which 
those Churches are composed, and by the families and individuals 
which they each comprise; ** The touit iftha righteou* are the Mouse 
of God," (S. Aug.); 'and although she has herself an existence in 
her living Head not dependent on the numbers of her several mem- 
bers, yet she reflects the beauty of her Lord in particular places, 
in just such proportion as they practise what she teaches, and they 
participate in the benefit entrusted to her dispensation in proportion 
as they enter into her mystical character, and endeavour to bear 
die impress of a portion of her body in all their acts. Hence a 
most serious responsibility rests upon all masters of fiunilies diligently 
to inculcate the ftdth of the One Cathdic and Apostolic Church, 
first delivered to the Saints and sfaice handed down to thon- 
seives by her successive Ministers, and to teach and instruct all, 
both children and household, whom God has entrusted to their 
care, in that holy and blessed Word, which is as capable of being 
perverted by those who wilfully persist in giving to it their own 
private interpretations, or fetter it with the systems of men, as 
it is infallibly sure, by the guidance of the Btemal Spirit, to fill 
with truth. and peace the minds of those who read it with earnest 
prayer, and submit themselves with reverence to the divinely- 
appointed teaching of His most holy Chnrch. Moreover the true secret 
of domestic happiness is family piety and ikmily worship ; it is no 
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Ims »o of domestic order. The beit outward means of leading a 
faoQsehold to the tme fountains of happiness and peace, is by conse- 
crating yisibly, yet without ostentation, a portion of our time, of oar 
substance, and even of our dwellings, to sacred and holy purposes, 
leading them, as far as possible, to connect with all that is around 
them the feeling of a dedication to God, encouraging them, as mem- 
bers of the same body with ourselyes and our children, to share all 
that is likely to lead them on to a heavenly mind. In so doing it 
will be of great advantage to let them see that while our intercourse 
with the world, our daily meals, our plans, and undertakingn, are all 
changing with the duties and circumstances.of the day, our hours 
and places of prayers are fixed, and do not give way to other en- 
gagements. They may alvo be encouraged to join both in the set- 
ting apart and even in the distribution of the fhmily alms, and in 
other works of charity *. 

In providing for the second object, it ought most carefully to he 
borne in mind that the influence of the master should not interfere 
with or supersede that of the pastor, nor family worship be made an 
excuse for not attending the public services of the Church, where 
they may be had. Tet it will be found that where the master en- 
deavours as much as possible to be in things lawful as a pastor to 
his family and household, and in all other things subject to those 
set over him in the Lord, there will be but little difficulty in setting 
before them the Church of Christ, and all her ordinances and ruleii, 
as at once the channels of grace and the best guide of their habits 
and actions. Jn instance qf'the temper which the Editor thinks should 
prevail on the subject in the family of a layman vUl be seen in the 
directions given relative to the form of Family Benediction^ added since 
the earlier editions of this book^ though the practice is not singular^ 
nor is the recommendation original. Bearing this in mind, and en- 
deavouring to make a provision for wants which such a temper and 
tone of life would create, he has followed out the method of which he 
learnt the first principles under his ovm paternal roof wJiere he was 
early taught that attachment to the habits andformularies<^ the Churchy 
and that understanding of the faith^ which he hopes to hand down un- 
impaired to his children c^er him. In the present compilation he has 
endeavoured to make provision for the devotions of a Christian 
household, upon the principle that every epoch and event of life is 
to be rescued from a secular, and converted to a religions use. 

* The Collection of Alms and OiBTerings from the whole family is 
an important object and one in which even children may join. To 
the collection may be added whatever is saved by a systematic 
family observance of the season of Lent. The wants of the poor, 
and the work of the Church at home, and abroad, form three great 
heads of charity which might be left optional to the givers. The 
farther distribution must be undertaken by the head of the family. 
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Thus the services are arranii^ed according to the gracioas acts of our 
most blessed Saviour and Redeemer, so far as possible, on the days 
on which they occurred, and which the Church points out for the 
commemoration of them. They consist of her Prayers, her Re- 
sponses, her Creeds, her Thanksgivings. Provision is made for keep- 
ing each one of her Festivals, and for a due observance of her most 
distinctly appointed Fasts, days of self-denial indeed, but full of 
penitential joy and peace. It is lamentably true that a large class 
of devout and religious persons have, in an endeavour to avoid a 
spirit of formality and self-righteousness, followed the example of a 
luxurious and carnally-minded age in ridiculing and neglecting them ; 
bat it is for the faithful members of the Church rather to follow 
a holier and better example in a matter which our Lord and His 
Apostles, and almost every age and portion of His Church but this 
age and this country, have seriously and diligently ordered and 
observed. The different classes of Fast-days are therefore all pro- 
vided for in the firm belief that, while our individual acts of morti- 
fication and self-denial are to be in secret, it is no less an obligation 
to explain, enforce, and encourage the duty in every member of our 
household, and aid them by suitable family arrangements on such 
occasions. Provision is also made for the religions observance of 
the anniversaries of birthdays and baptismal days. These latter are 
rarely thought of ; few perhaps even ask whether their servants have 
been baptized or no : yet surely it is a clear path of duty to admit 
none into our families but those who are baptized members of 
Christ's Church, and afterwards to train them up as sound and 
faithful members of her communion. Preparatory prayers for the 
Eucharist, that holy bond of union and communion between all ranks 
and classes, both from the Services of the Church and other sources, 
are added, and in the course of each week thanksgiving is made 
both for the Sacraments themselves, and our own participation in 
them. Prayers and thanksgivings for domestic events of ordinary 
recurrence, and for those ecclesiastical and civil meetings which so 
much affect many neighbourhoods j and include in the numbers of 
those tcho take part in them one member of so many lay-famUieSy are 
alto inserted. A Prayer for a Penitent, after the commission of 
heinous sin, is added ; for surely it is better in every case to attempt 
to restore by kindness and perseverance, rather than at once to de- 
grade or abandon a fallen fellow- creature. Provision is also made 
for the hour when the spirits of those dear to us are passing into 
eternity ; for the period whilst their widowed corpses lie still amongst 
us ; for the days of our mourning, and for the frequent remembrance 
of them, that so we may be more and more living amongst those 
who live, though we see them not, and are still joined to us in lively 
and mutual sympathies, with whom we profess to have communion 
and fellowship, a\id whom we bear in especial and thankful remem- 
brance in the Holy Sacrament. But with all the care that has been 
bestowed on the work, neither this nor any other book will supersede 
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the duty incumbent on aU heatU ^/amiUe$ to nek by the ffraee of God to 
hate their own mind* eo deeply imbued with the need and the Ueeeing ^ 
domeetie devotion^ that whatever manual they adopt ae a help to the 
dutiee ^ the place <^ prayer j their own minde may be mo etate ctg>able 
qfada^^mg it day by day to the eter'oarying eireumetaneee m which 
they and thoee entrueted Ut them are placed. Am tex ea this method 
can be jMTftctically acted vpoo, it will be found to prees upon oor at- 
tention the object of the Christian life, ** to me to live is Christ," 
whUst we are in the recollection of each day's mercy ; at the same 
time leading ns to contemplate that life as began in His holy ordi- 
nance of Baptism, continued and nurtured in the refreshing reception 
of His Body and Blood, and ended visibly on earth, but to begin anew 
in heaven ; so that the week thus spent, and a life thus lived, ever 
speaks of Him the Lord of Life, and through Him it speaks of His 
members, baptised into one spirit, longing for the same kingdom, 
guided by the same light, filled with ttie same spirit of penitence, 
partakers of the same food, cleansed by the same blood, animated 
by the same glorious hopes ; and, as its closing hours draw on, the 
recollection of their peaceful rest who sleep in Jesus, consoles our 
own declining days, and we rejoice in their communion, while the 
prospect oi the coming dawn prepares .ns for the grateful memory of 
our risen and ascended Lord, and for renewed remembrance of the 
all'gracious gifts of the eternal, indwelling, and alone life-giving 
Spirit. 8och a life he desires for himself, as also for all his brethren 
in Christ, and for every family that bows the knee to Him. He 
knows not where to seek for outward assistance in it unless it be in 
the almost inspired prayers and praises of the Church, and of her 
affectionate and devout children. 

If in this republication there is anything which is really painfUl 
to the Editor, it is the feeling that all such works appear to be some 
indication of the estimate and observance of these duties and privi- 
leges by the person who puts them forth for the use of others ; 
whereas his own experience of himself calls too sadly forth the 
thought that while working in some sort for them, he may be falling 
short himself, and so it must be unless God in His mercy for Christ's 
sake forgives him for having done and that most imperfectly, less 
than he has in many instances proposed to himself and others to do.

And yet there are not three Almighties : but 
one Almighty. 
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So the Father is God, the Son is God : and the 
Holy Ghost is God. 

And yet they are not three Gods : hut one God. 

So likewise the Father is Lord, the Son Lord : 
and the Holy Ghost I^ord, 

And yet not three Lords : but one Lord. 

For like as we are compelled by the Christian 
verity : to acknowledge every Person by himself 
to be God and Lord ; 

So are we forbidden by the Catholic Religion : 
to say, There be three Gods, or three Lords. 

The Father is made of none : neither created, 
nor begotten. 

The Son is of the Father alone : not made, nor 
created, but begotten. 

The Holy Ghost is of the Father and of the 
Son : neither made, nor created, nor begotten, 
but proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three Fathers ; one 
Son, not three Sons : one Holy Ghost, not three 
Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity none is afore, or after other : 
none is greater, or less than another. 

But the whole three Persons are co-etenial 
together : and co-equal. 

So that in all things, as is aforesaid : the Unity 
in Trinity, and the Trinity in Unity is to be wor- 
shipped.

The daily Services are intended to be arranged so as to be 
complete in their different parts, for those families where 
Liturgical Seryices are preferred. 

In other families the reading of Holy Scripture can pre- 
cede or follow the Prayers according to the custom of 
each. The Collects and Prayers may be then used, 
alone, without the intermediate parts. The intercessory 
parts may be shortened by dividing the subjects among 
the several days of the week, or adopting the form in 
the shorter Services. 

In the use of this as of all other forms of family devotion, 
the head of the family should be accustomed to use free 
discretion as to the adaptation of the prayers to special 
occasions and circumstances which no forms can pro- 
vide for. 

The marginal notes and the second part are intended to as- 
sist, but not to supersede this duty.

They are chiefly 
taken from the Epistles and Gospels, or Lessons rf the sea- 
sons to which they are appended. 

The Invocations, "0 Thou who,*' ^c, followed by the words 
" Glory be to Thee, Lord,'* are intended to be substi- 
tuted for, or added to, the invocation which follows the Lord's 
Prayer in each of the Morning Services, 

The Prayers are taken partly from the Common Prayer Book, 
partly from the compilations qf devotional writers. They 
are intended to be inserted amongst the latter prayers of 
the Daily Services, or in those cases in which there is an op- 
portunity qf attending the Public Service, these can be inter- 
woven with the shorter Morning Service, page I4f5, accord- 
ing to the discretion of the Master of the Family. Where 
there is no such opportunity, and the Festivals are not ob- 
served in any neighbouring church, if the Family desire to 
mark the day, it can be done, as has been found by expert- 
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ence, with contort to the Family ^ by using the shorter 
Morning Prayers at the usual hour ^ and then at the ordinary 
hour rf Public Service re-assembling the Family, and either 
using the whole of the appointed Services of the day^ or at 
least some such abbreviation qfthem as follows. 

The General Confession, 

The Lord's Prayer. 

One of the Daily or Proper Psalms ; 

One of the Lessons or the Epistle and Gospel. 

Canticle or Hymn (to be sung). 

One of the Three Creeds. 

Suffrages and Collects ; 

The Collect *' Almighty God unto whom all hearts he 

open," with the two " Kyrie Eleeisons." 

The Prayer for the Church Militant 

The General Thanksgiving, '* Gloria in Excelsis," 

or, on Saints' days,

At the time that Table was given in 
the Common Prayer Book, the two fir tt qfthe Rogation- Days, 
and all Friday t in the year, were Days of Abstinence ; the 
rest were Fatt-Dayt : the former being a limitation in the 
kind and quantity of food, the latter entire deprivation of 
food until late in the day. 

In families where there are many who cannot observe any strict 
rule, it would conduce to an observance of the season of Lenit 
and other Fast-Days to postpone the Evening meal until qfter 
Evening Prayer, which could be much earlier than is usual. 
The Children might then be present. Where either chant- 
ing or singing of Hymns form a part qf the Family Ser- 
vice, thete as weU as all musical recreation might be dis- 
continued,

CALENDAR OF THE COMMON PRAYER BOOK 
AND FAMILY SCRIPTURE READING. 

The Calendar of the Church of England gives directions 
upon two subjects; (1.) The events and persons that she de» 
sires to he observed or remembered; (2.) The selections to be 
made from Holy Scripture at all special days, and the order 
qf reading the Bible generally throughout the year. 

With regard to the first of these subjects probably there is 
no difference of opinion among ordinary earnest Churchmen 
of her intention, or the propriety of that intention as it relates 
to those days for which, whether commemorating events or 
persons, special portions of Scripture are appointed to be 
read. Foremost among these is the Christian Skibbath, The 
Lord's Day, doubly sanctified to His Church as the day 
of Holy Rest and Devotion, by its original institution and 
the remembrance of His Resurrection, The Great Festivals 
in which other mysteries of our Redemption and those on 
which the companions of our Lord's earthly sojourn are re- 
membered, follow in their order unth appointed Lessons. 
But a great many other events and persons are merely re- 
corded in the Calendar : there are times, wJten it may he 
useful to draw attention to some qf these, with the simple ob- 
ject of shewing how in every age of the Christian Church the 
Spirit of God has exhibited his work in the hearts and lives of 
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hit people. It U with this feeling that the prayer qf Jeremy 
Taylor {p, 190) woe probably framed, and it inserted in this 
work. The Editor frit much interest in discovering, upon an 
analysts of the names scattered through the months of the 
Calendar, that every century from the days of our Lord's min- 
istry to within a short period of the Reformation ; every great 
portion qf the earth in which the Gospel had been preached! 
and every class qf persons. King and Queen, Bishop and 
Priest and Deacon; some Martyrs for the faith qf Christ, 
others Confessors, others Holy men and women, in Domestic, 
in Secular, and in Ecclesiastical Itfe, each and all were repre- 
sented there ; a token qf the unbroken communion qf saints in 
every time and place. An occasional and cautious rrference to 
some qf these examples could scarcely be out of place at part 
of family instruction. 

As to the second subject ; viz. the order for the reading of 
Holy Scripture, it can tcarcely be otherwise, than that many of 
thete who denre to connect the reading of the Bible in their 
familiet with the appointed order of the Church, mutt have felt 
the difficulty arising from any attempt to combine the reading 
of the whole of the daily lessons with that detailed ittstrue- 
Hon which is surely needed from time to time in a Christian 
household. On the other hand, if any selection is to be made 
from these, it is desirable that it should be made with some 
method, lest large parts qf Holy Scripture should be entirely 
past by.

The Editor i» far from eaying that it is necessary to edifica- 


tion to adhere to this order in family or private reading. 


There are times when it must be of great service to occupy a 


long time in reading carefidly and slowly through a single 
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book ufith a commentary or some useful rejtectiont and instruc- 
tions i hut for those who wish to connect their ordinary fami- 
ly reading in some way with the appointed order, the follow- 
ing suggestions may he rfuse, 

1. To read selections from the Gospels of S. Matthew, 
S, Mark, and S. Luke at the times appointed for those Gos- 
pels in the months of January, June, and October. 

The Gospel of S. John as comprising so much of our Lord^s 
later discourses, during the latter part of Lent, and the weeks 
between Easter and Ascension, 

The Acts of the Apostles in the month of August. 

2. Between the Gospels of S. Matthew and S. Mark selec- 
tions from the Pentateuch and the historical books. This 
would be from the end of the Epiphany to the middle of Lent, 

After that of S. Mark, selections from the books of Job, 
Proverbs, and Ecclesiastes. 

Before and after the Acts of the Apostles, selections from 
the Prophets, (and from the Apocryphal Books.) 

In Advent, the Prophecy of Isaiah, 

8. The evening reading would be from the Epistles in their 
regular order. 

The Book of Revelations might be read during Advent in- 
stead qfthe General Epistles,

In successive years parts which had been omitted one year 
could be read the following : the parables might be chosen at one 
course, the miracles at another, the discourses of our Lord 
I at a third; always bearing in mind that it wiU probably con- 
duce most to edification to read no more than one subject at 
a time, lest for the sake of reading a whole chapter, all be for- 
gotten ; but a judicious selection made upon some method of 
this kind would have the advantage of connecting the Family 
reading to a great extent with the lessons read in Church at 
the same time. It would bring the Oospel History before the 
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mind in every portion of the year. In ike course of the year 
no large portion if Holy Scripture vwuld he neglected, but \f 
combined with some daily reading of Psalms; the History ^ 
Devotion, Prophecy, Evangelical records, and Divine and 
Apostolic Instructions of both Old and New Testaments, would 
during each year in turn form part <f the daily food qf a 
Christian Family.
